The World Society for the Protection of Animals claims 
that roughly 75% of the dogs in the world are strays. If you're 
someone who has a dog, loves and respects it, and provides 
for its every need, a statistic like this can be heart-wrenching, 
for the life of a stray is often characterized by malnutrition or 
starvation, disease, injury, and the lack of love from the very 
humans that bred them to crave our love. 

Aruba is by no means immune to the problem of strays, 
including both dogs and cats. According to one source, the 
number of stray and semi-stray dogs and cats in Aruba is 


estimated to be between 30,000 and 40,000. Compared to a 
human population of about 105,000, this estimate is concerning. 
But the intention here is not to judge; the intention is to figure 
out how to solve the problem, how to ensure that Aruba is not 
only “One Happy Island” for its people and visitors, but for 
animals as well. 


Fortunately, there are an ever-increasing number of animal 
welfare and rescue organizations on the island devoted to 
reining in the problem. Each group has its unique way of 
approaching the problem, but all the organizations agree that 
spaying and neutering, along with education and the promotion 
of responsible pet ownership, is the key to solving the problem.

ARUBA ANIMAL SHELTER 

In 2017, the Aruba Animal Shelter celebrated 30 years, 
making it the oldest animal welfare organization on the island. 
Running solely on private donations and the dedicated work 
of volunteers, the organization provides shelter and finds new 
homes for hundreds of Aruba’s abandoned dogs and cats each 
year. It’s a welcoming, brightly painted shelter, with enough 
space to house (on average) 16 adult dogs, 18 pups, five adult 
cats, and ten kittens. All the animals have access to spacious 
areas for playing and socializing with one another, as well as 
with potential adopters and visitors just stopping by for a 
cuddle or two. Eva Herry, who has been with the shelter for a 
whopping 21 years, points out, “Most of the families adopting 
from the shelter are local, but tourists adopt from the shelter 
as well. We even have a few tourists who come and volunteer 
for us each time they visit the island.”

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ANIMAL RELIEF FOUNDATION 
ARUBA (ARF-ARUBA) 


In 2010, a few Americans who had made Aruba their home 

way from home began operating ARF-Aruba as a non-profit 
organization. Since then, the organization has rescued countless 
dogs and cats from neglect and placed them in loving homes. 
ARF was the first foundation on the island to start placing 
rescued animals in the U.S. for adoption, and today, ARF is 

a powerhouse when it comes to sending pups, kittens, and 

the occasional adult dog to the States with the support of 

its network of fosters and transporters. ARF member Kathy 
Andreottola explains, “Puppies are simply not available for 
adoption in the American Northeast, and pups from Aruba fill 
this demand perfectly.” Besides rescuing, ARF is heavily involved 
in spaying and neutering. In 2016, ARF sponsored a sterilization 
campaign brought to Aruba by the global NGO Animal Balance, 
which was responsible for spaying/neutering 338 dogs on the 
island. Today, ARF continues to spay and neuter as many dogs 
and cats as possible.

SGT. PEPPER’S FRIENDS 


Realizing how social media could serve as an engine of 

change in the world of animal rescue on the island of Aruba, 
Instagram yoga celebrity Rachel Brathen opened an Instagram 
account called Sgt. Pepper’s Friends, named after her own 

dog that had recently died. In no time at all—and with a 

few dedicated volunteers added into the mix—Sgt. Pepper’s 
Friends blossomed into a proper foundation. Through the hard 
work of its volunteers and fosters, paired with the support 

of its Instagram followers (now numbering over 80,000), 

Sgt. Pepper’s Friends has rescued and found new homes for 
countless neglected dogs and cats on the island, with most 

of them adopted by families in the U.S. and Canada. Spaying 
and neutering is also a huge priority of Sgt. Pepper’s Friends, 
with team member Dayenne Holwerda Munk pointing out, 

“If you're only rescuing, it’s like cleaning up a puddle with the 
hose still running.” The organization has recently secured funds 
to construct Sgt. Pepper’s Home, its own home-like shelter 
that will enable the group to help more adult dogs, which are 
difficult to find fosters for.

NEW LIFE FOR PAWS 


New Life for Paws, founded in July 2015 by Russian- 
American Natalya Yermak, splits its time and resources 
between rescuing and rehoming dogs and cats and 
sterilizing street dogs to help break the cycle of 
overpopulation. Natalya is the tireless “rescue lady” of 
the operation, assisted by a handful of other volunteers, 
as well as a network of local and U.S.-based fosters. 
Like ARF and Sgt. Pepper’s Friends, New Life for Paws 
specializes in saving pups from the streets of Aruba and 
rehoming them abroad. When pups are rescued, they 
are fostered locally until they are between eight and 
ten weeks old, then sent to the U.S. with the help of an 
organization called Aruba Flight Volunteers, which finds 
chaperones to transport the pups. The pups either go 
directly to their new home or stay with a U.S.-based 
foster until a new home is found.

STIMAMI STERILISAMI 


Although not a foundation like the others in this 
roundup, Stimami Sterilisami (Love Me, Sterilize Me) 
definitely deserves recognition. The spay/neuter 
program was launched in January 2016 by Bucuti & Tara 
Beach Resort, owned by Ewald Biemans, a longtime 
advocate for Aruba’s animals. The program’s main goal 
is to reduce the population of homeless dogs and cats 
by subsidizing spaying/neutering for rescue groups and 
low-income families. To date, over 5,300 dogs and cats 
have been spayed/neutered (and microchipped) through 
Stimami Sterilisami, which also receives funding from 
the Aruba Tourism Authority and the Tourism Product 
Enhancement Fund. Tisa LaSorte, spokesperson for 

the program, explains that in addition to the surgeries, 
the program has achieved two other goals: “All entities 
related to homeless dogs/cats and the government now 
all agree that sterilization is the core solution to the 
problem we have. The program has also significantly 
raised awareness among the public about the importance 
of sterilization.”

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NIS| CANIS HEART OF GOLD 
FOUNDATION 


Nisi Canis (Latin for “Save a Pet”) was founded in October 
2015 out of the overwhelming frustration with Aruba’s pet 
overpopulation problem. Nisi has three projects on the 
burners at this moment: Operation Flame of Hope (see 
Crijojo Trappers Aruba), the Nisi Canis hotel, and a minivan 
service. Nisi uses its projects in ways that help generate 
funds, which are deposited back into the Nisi pot. For 
example, with space for 20 dogs plus a quarantine, Nisi’s 
animal hotel serves as a sanctuary for the animals Nisi saves 
and aims to rehome, but it also serves as a boarding facility 
for owned pets, thereby generating income that can be 
used to power Nisi’s projects. Likewise, Nisi’s donated van 
generates funds by serving as a taxi to transport owned 
dogs to the vet while also being used for transporting the 
organization’s own rescues.

CRIOQJO TRAPPERS ARUBA 


In May 2016, Operation Flame of Hope was founded 

as a project under Nisi Canis Heart of Gold Foundation 
to serve as a local TNR (trap-neuter-release) program to 
control and manage the stray population on Aruba. The 
group of individuals behind the project formed Crijojo 
Trappers Aruba, which now functions as a daughter 
foundation of Nisi Canis. Crijojo Trappers Aruba 
completely separates TNR from rescue. The trappers 
use humane traps to catch roaming dogs and cats so 
they can be spayed/neutered, treated for parasites, 
vaccinated, and microchipped. The animals are then 
released back where they were trapped. The trappers 
have addressed most of the well-known dog packs on 
the island, resulting in more peaceful packs. They also do 
a lot of TNR in the hotel area, which is incredibly positive 
for tourism. In May 2017, they played an instrumental 
role in the MASH event launched by United Dogs Aruba 
Foundation in San Nicolas, helping to trap and release 
the 328 dogs and cats that were sterilized during the 
campaign.

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UNITED DOGS ARUBA 
FOUNDATION 


In May 2017, United’s first big project took place—a 
MASH (Mobile Animal Surgical Hospital) event geared 
towards the stray dogs and cats of San Nicolas and 
Savaneta. Local volunteers were joined by visiting 
high-speed spay/neuter veterinary surgeons and other 
international volunteers to carry out the campaign. 
The MASH camp was erected at the Carnaval Village 
complex in San Nicolas, and for four days, the various 
teams of the TNR operation carried out the tasks of 
trapping dogs and cats, performing surgery, giving 
vaccinations, providing aftercare, and finally, releasing 
the animals back where they were initially picked up. 
In those four days, the United MASH unit sterilized 
328 dogs and cats. Mercedes de Bruyn, founder of 
United, shares, “Our intention is to coordinate a MASH 
campaign each year for the next four years in order to 
help manage the stray population on the island.”

repertoire of powdery white beaches, rated as some 
of the best in the world by respected publications. Of 












course, the ever-sunny sky, shimmering turquoise water, 
and refreshing breeze make every day a perfect beach 
day on Aruba! 

It’s no surprise that locals spend much of their free time 
playing and lounging on the beach. Here, a few local 
favorites to explore away from the beaches fronting the 
hotel areas.

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Far north along Aruba’s western 
coastline, Arashi is touted for its 
crystal-blue water, sugary white 
sand, well-kept public palapas, and 
its picturesque view of the California 
Lighthouse. The sea is typically calm 
at Arashi, but the occasional change 
in weather brings in a decent swell, 
prompting local surfers to flock to 
the break just north of the main 
beach. At this particular spot, about 
150 meters offshore, a coral reef 
guarantees great snorkeling 

and diving, while a smaller reef sits 
just off of the rocky outcropping 
that separates Arashi from the next 
beach south, Boca Catalina. 
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At Aruba’s southern end, famous 
Baby Beach wraps around a 

shallow, calm lagoon, making it 

a prime destination for families 
with small children. Decades ago, 
Lago refinery workers created the 
lagoon by constructing a protective 
concrete barrier in the water, giving 
their families a safe beach to enjoy 
within the Lago colony. Snorkelers 
can discover an amazing array of 
marine life—barracuda, parrotfish, 
blowfish, angelfish, squid, and 
eels—swimming among the elkhorn 
coral. 










Mangel Halto is a gem of a 
beach tucked along the western 
coast of the island in the area 
of Pos Chikito. The beach is 
named for the dense network 
of mangrove trees that make 
their home here, providing 
plenty of shade for afternoon 
picnics. A narrow clearing in 
the mangroves leads into an 
irresistibly inviting expanse 

of shallow, aquamarine water, 
made remarkably placid by the 
protective barrier reef further 
out. This coral reef, easily 
reached by a short swim from 
shore, makes for excellent 
snorkeling and diving. 
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Beaches 
FOR WINDSURFING, KITING, AND CHILLIN’ WITH 
FAMILY AND FRIENDS 





Located on the eastern side of Aruba’s southern tip, 
Boca Grandi has permanently entered into the lexicon 
of both local and international kitesurfers. The 
beach, characterized by undulating sand dunes kept 
in place by low-lying sea grapes, wraps around a bay 


where steady winds and a small, rolling surf beckon 
advanced kitesurfers to ply their hobby. The local 
beach community here is a laid-back crowd, always 
welcoming of newcomers. The water at Boca Grandi is 
rough enough to require strong swimming skills. 
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The Fisherman’s Huts, also known as Hadicurari Beach, is 
aptly named for the handful of time-worn huts perched 
at the edge of the water. This beach is one of the best 
flat-water windsurfing locations in the world, with several 
boardsports operators setting up shop here year-round to 
accommodate active vacationers and locals. International 
kiters and windsurfers congregate here every summer to 
battle it out at the Hi Winds Amateur World Challenge.

and can be found roosting in treetops. The birds 


are quite vocal, announcing their presence with 
a screeching chorus. The prikichi is the official 
national bird of Aruba.

The endemic Aruba rattlesnake, known locally 
as the cascabe/ is considered one of the rarest 
rattlesnake species—or, according to some 
biologists, subspecies—in the world. They live 
primarily in the rugged mountainous region of 
Arikok National Park. Although they are shy 
and unaggressive towards humans, they are 
poisonous and should generally be avoided. 
Averaging 70 cm in length, the cascabel can be 
identified by its rattle, its overall gray to light- 
brown color, and the faint diamond markings 
on its back. Currently, the population of this 
endangered species numbers around just 250 
adults.

| first discovered the Tia Rosa food truck a few years ago at the 
Tropicana Aruba Resort’s annual Battle of the Food Trucks. The line 
at the truck was at least 20 people deep on the first night of the 
festival. When hunger strikes, | often lose control of my patience 
button, so | opted for fare from another vendor with a more 
appealing wait time. On the second night of the festival, | decided 
there must be something special cooking inside this yellow truck, 
as the line was even longer than the evening before. So | joined the 
queue to place my order. 

While waiting in line, | struck up conversations with those 
around me—we were, after all, hungry kindred spirits with not 
much else to do but chat about, what else—food! Through various 
conversations | learned that Tia Rosa is normally located in Pos 
Chikito, and the line for food is almost always long. The specialty 
of the house, er truck, is the patacén sandwich. Philadelphia has 
its cheesesteak, Chicago heralds its wet Italian beef, Miamians 
love their Cuban subs, and New Orleans has its po’ boy...well, 
Venezuelans have the patacon Maracucho, known simply as 
patacon (paht-ah-CONE). The Venezuelan city of Maracaibo is 
thought to be the birthplace of this sandwich that forgoes bread 
for plantains that are sliced lengthwise, pressed flat, and fried. In 
between those yummy crisps is a mountain of ingredients like 
sliced ham, shredded beef and chicken, lettuce, tomato, avocado, 
cheese, and a secret sauce. 
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Plantatns are sliced lengthwise, 
pressed tlat, and fried. 
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The end result is one of the messiest, calorie-infused, crazy- 
delicious sandwiches | have ever had! You can get your patac6on 
made with either sweet yellow plantains or the more savory unripe 
green plantains. Because | love opposing flavors in my mouth, | 
opted for the sweet variety to pair with salty ham, queso blanco (a 
mild white cheese), and avocado. The sandwich is wrapped tightly 
in basic white sandwich paper, and it’s recommended to keep it 
wrapped and peel back the paper as you work your way down the 
sandwich—it keeps the ingredients inside the sandwich and keeps 
the sauce from running down your shirt! 

Tia Rosa is now at the top of my “cheat” list. It’s reserved for 
special occasions when | just want a break from a low-carb lifestyle 
with a little culinary debauchery. The truck has been going strong 
for more than 14 years; Tia Rosa herself runs the truck during the 
day from 6 am to 1 pm, while her daughter, Alexandra Margarita, 
takes over the evening shift from 6:30 pm to midnight.

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Local culinary personalities Jacky Lopez and Gabriel 
Ayala make their livings in the food and beverage industry 
on the island, so one would think when they have a day off 
they would want to be anywhere Surthe kitchen. However, 
when the planets align and these friends miraculously have 
a Sunday off at the same time, they often spend it in the 
kitchen, collaborating and experimenting with just about 
any genre under the sun. “It’s not work when you are doing 
it for yourself or your family and friends,” says Jacky, a 
graduate of Aruba’s culinary program at EPI school. Gabriel, 
the chef/owner of G & G Pizza Company, has a penchant 
for culinary wanderlust and channels that through his own 
local television show, Whats Cooking Aruba, exploring the 
island’s gastronomic map. 

Our crew invaded a cooking session one Sunday 
afternoon. The two challenged themselves to incorporate 
local and Caribbean ingredients into a healthy, three-course 
meal. Trust us, it was no challenge to reap the rewards 
when they were done! 


Sd 
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Ingredtents 

8 oz peeled and deveined shrimp 

3 cups shrimp stock 

] cup cream or coconut milk (healthier) 
1 oz of cognac 

salt & pepper to taste 

roux (as needed to thicken) 

toasted coconut shavings 


Directions 

In small soup pot or sauce pot, sauté 
shrimp until no longer translucent. 
Remove from pan and set aside. In 
same pot, keep heat on low and add 
cognac, scraping all the flavor from 
bottom of pan. 


Next, add the shrimp stock and 
coconut milk, allowing to reduce 
about 1/6 of the way down. At this 
point you can add the roux (paste 
made from equal parts of flour and 
butter; or a heathier version is to 
replace the butter with canola or olive 
oil) to thicken. 


Chop the cooked shrimp, adding half 
to soup mix. Top a small wedge of 
toasted bread with remaining shrimp. 
Serve hot in a shot glass or, for a 
dynamic presentation, in a hollowed- 
OUT: Cactus. 
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Ingredrents 

3 slices turkey bacon 

2 chicken breasts 

plastic wrap to pound chicken 
1 cup of local callaloo (spinach) 
1 cup cooked couscous 

3 egg whites 

2 oz dried cranberries 

lemon juice from 2 whole lemons 
| avocado 

3 tsp honey 


Directions 
In a small bowl, add spinach, dried 
cranberries, couscous, and egg whites, 
mixing well and setting aside for future 
use as stuffing. 


Take one breast and butterfly; then 
place between two pieces of plastic 
wrap. Using a meat mallet, flatten until 
thin. Remove plastic wrap and place 
two hearty spoonfuls of the stuffing in 
center of chicken and roll it. Once rolled, 
wrap the chicken with the turkey bacon 
and hold in place using toothpicks. 


Bake for 25 minutes at 375 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


While that is cooking, puree avocado 
and fresh lemon juice in food processor 
or blender until smooth, and season with 
salt and pepper to taste. 


Once chicken is done, remove from 
oven and take out the toothpicks. Brush 
chicken with the honey and slice in equal 
parts. Drizzle the avocado puree and 
serve hot. 
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Ingredrents 

1 large dragon fruit 

12 oz of diced mango 

14 oz skim milk 

agave syrup or honey to taste 
3 non-flavored gelatin packets 
1 lemon 

3.5 ounces dark chocolate 

2 organic frangipani flowers 


Drrectrons 

Scoop dragon fruit out of shell (save 
shell) and place in the blender with agave 
syrup to taste and a dash of lemon zest, 
blending until smooth. 


Separately, blend 10 ounces of mango 


and a teaspoon of agave syrup (or honey) 
until smooth. 
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Divide the milk into two sauce pans and 
heat (do not let boil), adding a packet of 
gelatin to each until dissolved. Add the 
dragon fruit mixture to one pot, and the 
mango mixture to the second pot, mixing 
both well and then removing from heat 
to rest for a few minutes. 


Pour one layer of dragon fruit panna 
cotta into dragon fruit shell and put in 
freezer until it sets. Repeat steps with 
a layer of mango panna cotta, finishing 
with a layer of dragon fruit mixture, and 
keep refrigerated. 


Meanwhile, melt dark chocolate. Pour a 
spoonful and spread out thinly on wax 
paper and refrigerate to harden. 


Cut the dragon fruit horizontally and 
add the rest of the diced mango, edible 
frangipani, and dark chocolate ganache as 
garnish.
